The Newark Advertiser gives a list of fif- 
teen vessels, found in this port at one time, 
thus showing a large commerce already 
sprung up there.

New Archangel, the capital of Russian 
America, 1s situated on the wland of Sitka, 
which is separated from the main land by a 
narrow arm of the sea. Its population ts 
1500, besides two Indian suburban villages. 
Smaller posts are situated at many pomts 
along the coasts ail the way to the Peainsula 
of Alaska, and thence even along the chain 
of Aleutian islands, which form aatural siep- 
pug stones to Siberva Recentiy some 
posts have been formed on 0 Bhering’ * Straus, 
to protect the fur trade on the eas side from 
the Schuktchi. These are the dwellers on 
the western side, and once a year at the 
great fair at Ostrovnoye, in Siberm, they 
purchase tobacco and other articles, and with 
there they are powerful competitors, every 
Summer, with the Russian company, among 
the extreme north western ladians of our 
continent. 

The climate of Russian America is mild 
for sts latutade, ke western Europe, in both 
cases the prevailing westerly winds from the 
temper the land. No part of the 
coast north of Oregon grows wheat, bet po- 
tatoes and other garden vegetables are abun- 
dant, even to Cook's Sound and Aleshks 
Cattle thrive well, The forests are filled 
with game, and the waters swarm with fish, 
especially the salmon. That extre

The legislative power resides 
in the assemblies, the lower house bemg 
elegied by the people, while the Senate is 
nommated by the Emperor from a list. of 
candidates designated by the electors 
moderate property qualification iw required 
of both electors and members. The Empe- 
ror has the general conduct of executive af- 
fairs and foreign relations, aided by mini 
ters whom he appoints. The whole internal 
poley of the country belongs to Congress 
over whose acis the Emperor has a qualified 
veto. ‘The Emperor is treated with the cere- 
mony and deference due to royalty, but his 
uodue independence is provided agaiast by 
‘the limited allowance (#400,000) he receives 
for the expenses of the civil lit. Titles of 
honor are granted, but they are nether rc.

The laws of Brazi! are strenuous against 
this traffic, but the general sentiment of the 
country allows it to goon. Itis exceedingly 
profitable, and from the position of the coun- 
try im relation to Africa, is carned on with 
great facility. It is estimated that the num- 
ber of slaves landed im Brazil, yearly, is at 
least 50,000. These slaves are obtained in 
exchange for manufactured good, which are 
imported principally from England, expressly 
for the trade. The trade is couducted me- 
thodicaily and skilfully, the danger to which 
they are subjected having induced those en- 
gaged in it to provide every precaution 
against capture. England and the Uaned 
States build the ships which are sold into the 
trade, supply manufactured articles for ut, 
and skill and energy im conducting it
